Army engineer 
who 
bossed

developed the atom ic bomb, died 
Monday night three days before the 
25th anniversary of the world’s tin t 
atomic explosion He was 73. 
Groves, who was retired, suffered 
a heart attack about 10 p.m. EDT 
He was taken to Walter Reed Army 
Medical Center where tie died about 
11:15 p.m. 
Groves was handed the job ot 
commanding the Manhattan Project 
on 
Sept. 
17, 
1942. 
At 
first 
tie 
was 
extrem ely 
angry. 
He 
had 
applied for and desperately wanted 
an overseas assignment 
All 
he 
knew about the Manhattan project 
was that 
it was a “ supersecret 
effort 
to

nuclear physics ” 
But he accepted the job and drove 
it 
to 
success. 
At 
its 
peak 
the 
M anhattan 
d istr ic t 
em p loyed 
thousands ot scientists, technicians, 
and 
workmen 
who 
labored 
in 
enforced 
secrecy 
in 
scores 
of 
laboratories 
and 
construction 
camps. 
Multimillion dollar plants 
sprang into being at Oak Ridge, 
Tenn., and Hanford,Wash., and the 
world s finest physics laboratory 
was built on top ot a mesa at Los 
Alamos, N.M. 
On July 16, 1945, when the first 
fruit of the $2.2 billion project was 
te s te d 
in 
the 
d e s e r t 
n ear 
Alamogordo, 
N.M., 
Groves 
was 
among the 10« or so witnesses. His 
deepest fear was that it might not 
work, that all the costly work tie had 
directed would turn out to be a 
waste. 
As he recalled later, in his 19«*2 
book “ Now it Can Be Told, the Story 
of

Manhattan 
Project," 
the 
blinding flash of light which wiped 
out the predawn dark, also wiped out 
his fears of failure. 
Groves, son of a minister, never 
doubted the wisdom of using the 
bomb against Japan 
His official 
b io g r a p h y 
s a y s ;

This sum m er, the stand­ 


ard sweatshirt is getting the 
c r e a t i v e treatm ent from 
talented teens, who are cut­ 
ting it, sewing it, decorating 
it and generally liberating it 
from its locker-room im age. 


One of the best (and easi­ 
est) ideas is to add fringe 
to a sweatshirt for a very in- 
Indian look. Washable wool 
t r i n g e—2 12 
yards of it— 
stitched to hem, underarm 
seam and across chest front 
add lots of powwow power. 
Just cut off the ribbed bot­ 
tom of the shirt, turn it up 
12-inch, and topstitch fringe 
in place. If the shirt is a 
pullover model, cut it down 
the front and insert a con­ 
trasting zipper. 
Almost any sweatshirt will 
do for this sort of treatment, 
but fashion-wise teens pre­ 
fer the 
bright 
colors 
and 
soft, 
absorbent 
texture 
of 
s w e a t s h i r t s m ade from 
Creslan acrylic fibers. These 
s h i r t s 
s t a y 
new-looking 
much longer than the all­ 
cotton ones. 
If you’re big 
on 
fringe, 
here’s how to self-fringe the 
bottom of a sweatshirt 
Cut 
off the ribbed bottom. P ress 
a 12-inch strip of iron-on in­ 
terfacing around the wrong 
side of the lower edge. Rim 
a double 
row 
of stitching 
around top edge of interfac­ 
ing. Cut up to line of stitch­ 
ing in 1-inch strips. If you 
want to open the shirt down 
the front, cut straight down 
center front of shirt, hem or 
bind raw edges and m ake 
ties 
from 
leftover 
ribbed 
section. 


What else can you do with 
a sw eat shirt besides add­ 
ing fringe? Try m aking a 
bare-midriff b e a c h 
mini. 
Cut a shirt in half just below 
the armhole. Turn the lower 
half 
upside 
down 
so 
the 
ribbed band forms a w aist­ 
band—add elastic if n eces­ 
sary for a close fit and finish 
the cut 
edge with 
fringe. 
Make a casing at the lower 
edge of the top half and run 
elastic through. Join the two 
h a l v e s with midriff-span­ 
ning strips of chain or braid, 
if you like. 


You can m ake a cover-up 
midi shift from two sw eat­ 
shirts in different colors. Cut 
r i b b e d 
hem s 
from 
both 
shirts. 
Cut shirt No. 
1 
at 
point 10 inches from bottom 
and shirt No. 2 just below 
armhole. R eassem ble in this 
order: 
top of shirt 
No. 1, 
ribbed 
hem 
of 
shirt No. 2, 
ribbed 
hem 
of 
shirt No. 1, 
(this gives a fitted midriff 
section). Cut portion of shirt 
No. 2. Cut portion of shirt 
No. 1. Hem or fringe final 
section. This will give you a 
dress with broad stripes of 
alternating colors. 


F or 
a 
fitted-waist 
short 


shirt, but off ribbed section, 
take out a 5-inch strip; re­ 
stitch ribbed section to raw 
edge and use leftover strip 
for pockets. 


The trim m ings section of 
your fabric store will offer 
all kinds of bright ideas for 
sweatshirt-trim mings, 
from 
peasant braid to glitter trim 
to enchanting appliques. Go 
ahead—liberate a sweatshirt 
this sum m er.

NEW YORK—<NEA)— Sonny Liston bobbed in the ring 
before the fight and the white cowl of a towel over his 
head swung slowlv this way and that, and the ends llapped 
down comically like a bunny rabbit's ears. The whites ot 
his eyes in the black face were expressionless and sleepy. 
Once, they were expressionless and chilling. 
The entire setting for this light was a parody of itself. 
In the Jersey City Armory, hot and murky with smoke and 
Mafia and women with whipped-cream hairdos. A big. 
plodding white club fighter named Chuck Wepner, also 
known as the Bavonne Bleeder, the local favorite. An ex­ 
heavyweight champion, an ex-convict, Liston, selt-stvled 
villain for the night, who eight and seven years ago stared 
with an unstated malevolence and froze hloyd 1 atteison 
into two straight one-round knockouts in title fights. 
He could not do the same with Cassius Clay (now some­ 
times known as Muhammad Ah 
And Clay took the 
championship. Liston has been striving oft and on since 
then to get back into the money and title contention, wep­ 
ner had dreams of same. 
Now, when the towel was removed, Liston no longer 
looked like the “ big, ugly bear.“ as Clay had called him. 
His white robe was carelessly rumpled at the neck and 
his closely-cropped head gave the impression of a mis­ 
chievous boy. The several lines above his brows that dove­ 
tail down his nose, and that have looked so baleful, seemed 
painted on to impersonate an Apache. In his corner, a 
midget holding a water bottle added to the odd humor. 
In midring, Liston and Wepner received instructions from 
the referee and glared at each other. It was Liston s 
famous terrifying ritual and Wepner accepted the chal­ 
lenge of the eyes. But somehow it resembled something 
from a rasslin’ scenario, with Pretty Boy Rogers and the 
Bad Phantom hurling threats histrionically and mutely. 
Their trainers stuffed in m o u t h p i e c e s as the fighters 
glared and, now. chomped. Liston’s thin mustache wig­ 
gled.

Soon, the Bayonne Bleeder donned a blood-red mask, 
as Liston sliced up his face with that ax of a left jab. 
•Between rounds, Liston, while getting rubbed, gazed 
without moving his head as if to count the house. 
The light was stopped because of Wepner s cuts before 
the 10th and final round. Liston sat on his stool and raised 
his right arm in bored, inevitable triumph. He had earned 
his $13.000 guarantee. 
After the fight, he sat on a table in an office, and talked 
with reporters as his left hand was stuck in a water 
bucket and his trainer applied an ice pack to his left ear. 
He said he still fights because he has no other income. 
But, he was asked, did he think before the fight that if 
he lost he’d retire? 
“That’s not in my mind.’’ he replied. “ You start thinkin* 
that and you’re whupped before you get in.” 
How do you feel your age-.’ Are there any things you did 
a few years ago that you can’t do now? 
“ No . . . no.’’ 
Who would you like to fight next? 
“ Quarry, maybe. Frazier, mostly." 
Did you think the fight should have been stopped earlier? 
“ Yeah, 
said Liston, with a warmth that once would 
have seemed unbecoming. “ I’m a bear, but not that much 
of a bear. Sure. I could’ve taken him out earlier. But it’s 
like drivin' a car. I never put in gas when I think 1 got 
halt a tankful. That’s the way I felt on points “ 
He was asked how old he is. “Thirty-eight." he said. 
But a reporter continued. 1 read in the paper that vou 
may be 45. 
I get angry at people who say that. That means they’re 
callin’ my mother a liar. . . ." 
And the people around him laughed, when once they 
would have been silent with fright, for Sonny Liston’s 
eyes under his painted A pa d ie scowl looked, if not melt­ 
ing. then surely not menacing, not any more.

The railroad industry seems to be engaged in a game 
of “Can You Top This Crisis?” 
No sooner has the public been surprised by the massive 
Penn

card than along comes a strike to tie up 
other major lines on the board. 
The dispute that has hit Baltimore and Ohio, Louisville 
and Nashville and Southern Pacific 
operations in 16 
states dates back more than a decade, a period during 
which we have organized and carried through a project 
to land men on the moon. Yet we cannot settle the 
question of how many men should be in the crew of a 
diesel locomotive. 
The President's intervention has provided 60 days in

experience in an earlier effort, in 1963, are not 
encouraging to hopes of a settlement.

such as the Post Office is not encouraging. And in 
Europe, nationalized rail lines function well, but at the 
price of massive public subsidies. 


F ar short of this, some rational scheme ot operation 
taking into account interests of all parties should be 
possible for the rail industry.

overturned one of the huge mobile

obscentities and slogans, “ I found 
myself caught up. I was a part of it. 
I clapped and shouted approval. And 
so did people around me, young and 
old, many in conservative clothes. 


I found myself shouting ‘pig’ at 
the police, and some other things I 
don’t like to remember." he said. “ I 
found myself a part of the mob. The 
violence reached me and stirred me 
up.” 


After it was all over and this 
young man had walked away from 
the scene, he says that he began to 
be ashamed of what he had done. 


He went back and found a police 
captain and apologized. 


By contrast, at another time 
during the celebration he found 
himself "within 10 feet” of Billy 
Graham. "I took a good look at the 
others crowding around him — 
looking at him with some sort of 
awe and admiration. A lot of them 
wore long hair. He seems to give 
them and me something we don’t 
get other places. 


"When the rain came on.” he 
continued, 
"quite a 
few people 
gathered under some of the trees 
near the war memorial. There was a 
group 
holding 
a 
sort 
of 
open 
marijuana party. They were passing 
the stuff around to anyone who 
wanted to have some. There were 
numbers of older people — well- 
dressed — who said they'd never 
smoked 
marijuana 
before 
and 
thought they’d try it to see what it 
was like. They weren t hippies or 
bearded I didn’t want any part of it 
It seemed to me strange what these 
people were doing But maybe they 
were caught up as I w as caught up in 
the demonstration ” 


Now it is nothing new that people 
get carried away in demonstrations 
Hitler found this out and used it 
effectively.

tew 
weeks 
ago. 
Senator 
Margaret Chase Smith summoned 
her colleagues to hear her give a 
speech on the 20th anniversary of a 
Declaration of Conscience issued by 
herselt and a few colleagues against 
Senator McCarthy in 1950, implying 
that the New Left was the worst 
thing since McCarthy. A week or 
two after 
that. President Nathan 
Pusey, 
surveying 
the 
wreckage 
around him at Harvard, decided that 
the moment had come to strike the 
chords 
of 
doom, 
and 
so 
he 
announced that the New Left was 
like McCarthy and the Nazi youth. 
The New Yorker has now upped 
the ante, by insisting that the New 
Left is not to be thought of as 
dangerous in the way that the Nazis 
or 
McCarthyites were, 
the 
big 
difference being that the Nazis and 
the 
McCarthyites 
were 
well 
entrenched in the government and 
therefore 
disposed 
of 
official 
power, whereas the New Left is 
after all isolated. 
Now listen to the New Yorker: 
"The 
current 
Administration’s 
response to this new danger has 
been to exploit and exaggerate it by 
creating the impression that just 
about anyone who questions the 
Administration's war policies is an 
extremist. 
Senator McCarthy was 
never so — extreme. He never said, 
to 
use 
a 
handy 
analogy, 
that 
everyone who backed America's 
China policy during 1947-1949 was an 
extremist. What he said was that a 
group of identified Communists, 
working through the Institute of 
Pacific Relations and then the State 
Department, greatly influenced our 
catastrophic policies during that 
period. It happens — though that is 
irrelevant to this discussion — that 
he was exactly correct. 
The 
New 
Yorker 
speaks 
of 
McCarthy as having "succeeded in 
frightening scores of politicians as 
well as millions of citizens into 
silence,” and says of him that he 
"was able to prevent people from 
speaking out anywhere, at any time 
—- to silence them completely.” 
as a historical matter, that charge is 
so far from the truth, that one finds 
oneself sympathizing with the Kids 
who feel that their elders will go to 
any lengths to revise history in a 
way that suits the Establishment. 
During the period in question there 
was a reign of terror in the colleges, 
all right, and in the opinion press. 
But it was against anyone who 
thought that Senator McCarthy had 
here and there a good point to make. 
It was - I address myself now to 
everyone who is under 35 years old 
— ten times as difficult to say 
anything favorable about McCarthy 
as it now' is to champion Spiro 
Agnew say at Berkeley. M cCarthy 
did scare a few dozen or a few 


hundred government officials, and 
he did often act recklessly But he 
never interrupted a public meeting, 
never closed down nor was the cause 
of closing down, a college: never 
threw nor encouraged others to 
throw, bombs; never destroyed, for 
wantonness* sake, the files of a 
professor, nor did any follower of 
his mutilate the family pictures of a 
college 
president, 
nor 
cause 
teachers and scholars to leave a 
campus 
in 
protest 
against 
the 
collapse of order. 
It was almost 20 years ago that 
Dame Rebecca West got into so

much trouble for writing an article 
gently reminding her hysteria - 
ridden colleagues in England, that 
she had recently travelled to the 
United States and discovered that 
neither Senator McCarthy nor any of 
his henchmen had ever entered into 
a room, machine guns blazing, in 
order to make their points.
